The vital problem that confronts every community today is one 
i i 
Eg. 
It has always been one of selling— but in the past, prob­ 
e r :y o f Ie** importance, since most towns could get by on the rising 
market. *o to speak. 
A few year? ago store keepers thought of their business as many 
aow think of the.r community. 
They thought because their store had 
b**r. a ex.steno* for years, it always would be; there were people, and 
people rad to buy what the store carried in stock. 
Then came auto- 
mot-.ie* and good road*, free mail delivery, radio, telephone and m er­ 
chants. 
With the coming of these, “ store keepers” and “ clerks” had 
jto become merchant* and sales people, or lose their business to those 
} who were. 
Because for ages past com paratively no constructive attention 
has been paid to community building, comm unity planning, selling and 
analysis, it is often considered as unnecessary. 
Many people reason 
that because there always have been cities, towns and villages, there 
always will be, the .-ame as retailers still think of their store as a supply 
depot where people who have a definite idea of what they want, will 
get it without invitation from them or encouragem ent o r .service from I 
the clerk. 
You know what happens to “store keepers” who refu>e ; 
to be m erchants— who do not sell. 
The same will happen to tow ns j 
and communities who take a like attitude. 
This is a Selling Age. 
There isn’t a business, a profession, or a I 
job, th at doesn’t require some form of selling. 
E very m arried man 
was a salesman, when he induced “ h er” to say “ yes”. 
And the wise 
married man hasn’t quit selling! 
Every married woman sell* 
some­ 
times, and how! 
She has to, to make life bearable. 
The -reb*- a m 
the shieks are constantly selling. 
You and I an- selling 
We may 
not carry a sample case, we may not be behind the caumtar, mil we 
are everlastingly selling som ething— an idea, ourner/cs, or perhaps a ' 
friend. 
When you ask for a ra se. a day off, a Ii**;*- n or*- credit, or J 
auv favor or courtesy, you are celling. 
Someone *a»d, “ Felling is giv- I 
ing the other fellow a reason why he should do what fro J want him to j 
do or not do, and salesmanship is getting him to do >t.” 
Community selling is getting other people to think your town in j 
a better place in which to invest their money for a factory, a business, 
an enterprise, for real estate, m erchandise or any of those thing* that I 
will materially benefit. Comm unity salesmanship is doing those thing- 1 
that will induce them to do it, and avoiding those thngs that will keep 
them from doing it. 
You are a salesman or a saleswoman for the place where you live. 
You are working on a commission basis; you get paid according to 
what you do, and you will get paid, and generously. 
You do not have 
to own real estate, operate a store, be a professional man or in any 
business, to profit from comm unity grow th and expansion, but even 
if you didn’t make a dime actual cash out of it, it is worth the effo rt to 
enjoy better, more interesting and attractive surrounding?, to have 
better schools, more parks, etc., which are bound to conic as a result 
of selling your community- not considering the satisfaction you get 
out of doing something for the good of all -som ething th a t you know, 
you ought to do. 
No doubt there will he “ store k eepers” and “ clerks” for several 
years to come; there will always be cities and towns, but because your 
town ha** always been, as far as you are concerned, that is no reason 
why it will continue t6 be. 
It may exist throughout your life time, 
as a sickly city, a tired town, vanishing village, or callous Community, 
but without getting sold on it yourself, and without selling it to others, 
by your every action, word and deed, y our comm unity cannot keep up 
to and ahead of date. 
Don’t let your community get behind the times, 
Do your part. 
It will be just as modern, ju st as alive as you will work to make it, 
Copyright, 1929, A. D. Stone.
